Committtee on Foreign Affairs and 
presented some of the j-easons why 
Congress should investigate the "tak- 
ing" of the Panama Canal Zone for 
the purpose of making reparation to 
Columbia, or placing the case before 
The Hague Tribunal for adjudication. 
Here are some of the statements 
which Mr. Rainey, a lawyer, told the 
committee he would establish as facts 
before he completes the presentation 
of the case for its action: 


"The acquisition of the Canal Zone 


constitutes the blackest page in 
American history. It is a story of 
-political and financial chicanery and 
wanton dishonesty.

relieve you of your embarrassment, 
so far as it lay within my power to do 
so. by ceasing to advocate your nomi- 
nation. 


"That, I think, was fwlly understood 


between us at the time, and, acting 
accordingly. I took down your name 
from the head of the Weekly's edi- 
torial page some days before your 
letter was written. That seems to be 
all there is of it. ^ 


"Whatever little hurt I may have

BLACK PAGE OF U.S.HISTORY 


Government Broke Sacred Obliga- 


tion—Bate of Revolution Fixed 


in New York. 


Washington, January 2^.—Repre- 


sentative Henry i. Rainey of Illinois 
appeared today before the House 
Committtee on Foreign Affairs and 
presented some of the reasons why 
Congress should investigate the "tak- 
ing" of the Panama Canal Zone for 
the purpose of making reparation to 
Columbia, or placing the case before 
The Hague Tribunal for adjudication. 
Here are some of the statements 
which Mr. Rainey, a lawyer, told the 
committee he would establish as facts 
before he completes the presentation 
of the case for its action: 


"The acquisition of the Canal Zone 


constitutes the blackest page in 
American history. It is a story of 
political and financial chicanery and 
wanton dishonesty. 


"President Roosevelt and Secretary 


of State John Hay, as allies of Wil- 


tfelson Cromwell, fomented a 


revolution in the friendly state, dis- 
rupted the ^Government of Columbia 
and snatelied JJie Canal Zone from 
its rightful" owners. 


"William Nelson Cromwell is the 


most dangerous man this country has 
known since Aaron Burr, the most 
successful revolutionist and the most 
accomplished lobbyist the world has 
ever seen. 


"The United States Government 


was led by Cromwell to break- its 
sacred obligations to a friendly na- 
tion for the purpose of enriching 
stockholders in the new Panama Ca- 
nal Company." 


Mr, Rainey said he was not anxious 


to go into the phase of the. case which

The Rose Scale 


There is a mealy, white scale in- 


ect often found upon rose bushes, 
and raspberry and blackberry plants, 
which is sometimes mistaken for the 
Jan Jose Scale. 
Growers of roses, 


aspberries and blackberries should 
watch for this and treat it according 
o the directions given by Prof. H. 
A. Surface, State Zoologist ot Penn- 
sylvania, Harrisburg. 


He says, "although this pebt re- 


sembles superficially the San Jose 
Scale, it is by no means the same 
pest, nor is it so serious. While the 
San Jose Scale may attack nearly all 
fruit trees excepting the Kieffer pear 
and sour cherry, and also several 
vinds of shrubbery, and, indeed, some 
other trees, the Rose scale is prac- 
tically confined to rose bushes and 
berry bushes. 


The scales are very white and cir- 


ular in shape, and are easily brushed 
from the plants attacked.

Nev" 
ertheless astute minds found a way 
out of this av\kHvard dilemma. A mo- 
tion was made and carried that the 
meeting adjourn to the jail. There the 
ballot bo~s was carried to the door of 
each prisoner's cell, and the imprison- 
ed voters reached through the bars 
and deposited their ballots.
